204.   ASSIGNMENT  OF  FORMER  PEACE  CORP  MEMBERS  TO  THE  INTELLIGENCE 
CAREER  FIELD. --a.   Current  policy  imposes  restraints  on  the  classifi- 
cation of  former  Peace  Corp  members  into  the  intelligence  career  field. 
DOD  policy  is  set  forth  in  ASD  (Manpower)  memorandum  "Policy  concerning 
the  military  assignment  of  former  members  of  the  Peace  Corps",  dated 
26  March  1965.   It  stipulates  that:   (1)  Enlisted  personnel  who  are 
former  members  of  the  Peace  Corp  will  not  be  assigned  to  duty  in  the 
Military  Intelligence  Field, 

( 2 )  Officers  who  are  former  Peace  Corps  members  may  not  be 
assigned  to  duty  in  a  Military  Intelligence  Field  until  4  years  after 
Peace  Corp  Service;  nor  will  such  officers  be  assigned  in  an  intelli- 
gence capacity  in  any  foreign  country  in  which  they  previously  served 
as  Peace  Corp  members. 

b.   Please  review  the  records  of  people  assigned  to  the  intelligence 
career  fields  to  determine  whether  any  have  been  in  the  Peace  Corps.   If 
they  are  NC0rs,  they  must  be  reassigned  to  another  career  field;  if  an 
officer,  the  person  must  have  been  out  of  the  Peace  Corps  for  at  least 
4  years  or-  be  reassigned  prior  to  assigning  anyone  to  the  intelligence 
career  field;  please  review  their  personal  history  to  make  certain  that 
the  assxgnment  does  not  conflict  with  the  policy  stated  above.

c.  Because  of  high  cleaning  cost,  sanitation  and  other  consider^ 

at ions,  certain  common  sense  rules  should  be  applied  to  the  control  and 
use  use  of  sleeping  bags  as  follows: 

(1)   Bags  will  be  maintained  in  the  supply  room  except  for 
actual  periods  of  authorized  training. 

C2)   Bags  will  be  earmarked  for  an  individual  by  name  and 
tagged  to  so  Identify  the  individual. 

(3)   Experience  has  shown  that  bags  require  cleaning  but  in^ 
frequently  if  properly  cared  for.   After  prolonged  use,  such  as  at 
AT,  bags  should  be  opened  and  aired  out  In  the  sun  for  several  hours. 
This  should  be  a  supervised  procedure  with  no  exceptions.. 

d.  The  bags  are  expensive  and  are  sensitive  to  abuse.   It  Is  a 
command  responsibility  to  Insure  that  our  equipment  is  used  and  main-*- 
talned  In  the  porper  manner.   USPFO  Examiners  have  been  directed  to 


include  the  control  and  use  of  sleeping  bags  as  a  point  of  interest 
during  their  scheduled  examinations.
